Paris, Aug. 13.—Thirty years agro 


today Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Co- 
burg arrived in Sofia and the next 
day he was installed on the throne of 
Bulgaria. At that time he was prac- 
tically unknown to the world. Today 
he is very much in the limelight as 
an active r)irticipant in the war on 
the side of the Central Powers. 


Ferdinand's course of late has not 


enchanced him in the eyes of his own 
subjects nor has it been altogether 
of his colleague in Berlin and Vienna. 
Already there is considerable specula- 
tion in Eurpoean capitals as to the 
fate in store for him when peace is 
finally reached. It is generall conced- 
ed that his future depends much upon 
the fate of the Austrian Empire, into 
whose keeping he has entrusted his 
fortunes. 


There is a revolutionary minority 


in Bulgaria, which will grow in im- 
portance the mote peace is denied the 
Bulgarian people, and the more the 
Austrian Empire—which suports the 
Prussians of the Balkans poicy of the 
despotic 
Coburger 
and his crooked 


and subservient ministers—crumbles. 


Much cleverer than the ousted King 


Constantino of Greece, Czar Ferdin- 
and seeks to make the best of two 
woilds by clinging to Vienna, where 
he fled when the Bulg-ars—after then 
defeat by the Serbs and Greeks, and 
the retrocession of part of the Do- 
brudja to Rumania—sought his life, 
and by disseminating through cunning 
agents in Switzerland the report that 
he was anxious to break away from 
the German alliance. 


If, as a result of the war, the Bul- 


gais find that their sacrifices and suf 
fenngs have mercy had the purpose 
of serving the selfish ends of Ger- 
many, and have not gained them the 
territorial ambitions which Ferdinand 
has promised them, they are likely 
to make as short work of this auto- 
crat as they did of princes who ruled 
previously in Bulgaria. 


Feidinand has not added to his rep- 


utation as a military leader in the 
present conflict. Friends and enemies 
agree that he is a diplomat fust ami 
a man of war last.

today Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Co- 
burg arrived in Sofia and the next 
day he was installed on the throne of 
Bulgaria. At that time he was prac- 
tically unknown to the world. Today 
he is very much in the limelight as 
an active r)irticipant in the war on 
the side of the Central Powers. 


Ferdinand's course of late has not 


enchanced him in the eyes of his own 
subjects nor has it been altogether 
of his colleague in Berlin and Vienna. 
Already there is considerable specula- 
tion in Eurpoean capitals as to the 
fate in store for him when peace is 
finally reached. It is generall conced- 
ed that his future depends much upon 
the fate of the Austrian Empire, into 
whose keeping he has entrusted his 
fortunes. 


There is a revolutionary minority 


in Bulgaria, which will grow in im- 
portance the mote peace is denied the 
Bulgarian people, and the more the 
Austrian Empire—which suports the 
Prussians of the Balkans poicy of the 
despotic 
Coburger 
and his crooked 


and subservient ministers—crumbles. 


Much cleverer than the ousted King 


Constantino of Greece, Czar Ferdin- 
and seeks to make the best of two 
woilds by clinging to Vienna, where 
he fled when the Bulg-ars—after then 
defeat by the Serbs and Greeks, and 
the retrocession of part of the Do- 
brudja to Rumania—sought his life, 
and by disseminating through cunning 
agents in Switzerland the report that 
he was anxious to break away from 
the German alliance. 


If, as a result of the war, the Bul- 


gais find that their sacrifices and suf 
fenngs have mercy had the purpose 
of serving the selfish ends of Ger- 
many, and have not gained them the 
territorial ambitions which Ferdinand 
has promised them, they are likely 
to make as short work of this auto- 
crat as they did of princes who ruled 
previously in Bulgaria.
